PLAIN SPEAKING .ABOUT FRANCE. 
| CONSERVATIVE PLE4 FOR THE’ DOMINIONS. 


(Reuter’s Service.) ° 
: London, January 18 - 

Continuing his speach in the House of: Commons, ‘Mr. 2° H. 
Thomas declared that a situation was being created in Central 
Europe necessitating. expenditure on our own.defance. No party 
was entitled to claim a party advantage out of any danger to the 
nation. Ministerislists had asked. how Lab was guing todeal - 
with France end by implication had suggested that it would be by 
war. Butit was not real friendship to pretend that all was well: - 
when it was not. No nation had paid a greater tribute to another 
nation than we did to France but that did. not moan that if we be- . 
lieved France to be heading towards disastar we ougbt not to assy so. 
God forbid that any word of his should be construed as. meaning that 
Labour was anxious. to break with France or to talk about war, bat 
it was not surprising that France had not believed the Government 
and had treated them with contempt in view, of their vacillating 
policy. . Coote 

_ Mr. Thomas described Mr. Asquith’s speech of the day before 
as one of the greatest of his life. He declared that. the statements 
that the first steps of the Labour Government would be ta corrupt 
the army, navy-und police, abolish marriage and introduce free 
love were rubbish. Decent men and -women of all classes were 
anxious to remedy social conditions. .The Labour party had 
graduated in the hardest school; it would make mis‘akes but the 
experience and responsibility of Government would be gobd for 
them and; despite those difficulties, they would work with o 
single desize to make the country worthy of the ‘citizens who 
showed patriotism at the time of its greatest trial, ~ 


Mr. Chamberlain’s. Reply. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain said that the Government had plainly 
told France that they would not answor for'a continuance of friend- 
ly relations if she continued to occupy the Ruhr. -All desired to 
avoid war, but it might come to the point when the nation had to 
choose whether it would carry ont its‘views forcibly or take the 
other alternative. Mr. Thomas was opposed to war under any cir- 
cumstances and it did: not lay with Mr.- Thomas to accuse the 
Governmant of not taking action which would inevitably have led 
to war. Hebegged the Labour Party not hastily ta dismiss the 
Imperial preference proposals out of any pedantic theory. He om- 
phasised fo snormous importance of Dominion trade, instancing 
how preferes®e had stimulated trade with Australia.’ He boped the 
Labour Government would treat the proposals with all the sym- 
pathy possible. He predicted that the Labour Party would find it 
impossible to abolish all food taxes and if they could be satisfied 
that the proposals were expedient they might well, without depart- 
ing from their principles, re-arrange the food duties so as to enable 
them to be. carried out. “The proposals were in the nature of normal 
gesture and the direction in which that gesture was made might 
affect very seriously the future attitude of the Dominions towards 
Britain.’ When ip a generation or two hence the Doriinions were 
among the,greatest nations of the earth the. action of the British 
Government to-day might determine the value,the Dominions would 
be to the Empire and the help they would bets the people of Britain

A Faded Pink Flag. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain commended to the Liberals the letter 
of Mr. Churchill, declaring that a Socialist Government would be a 
national misfortune. He said the Red Flag appeared to resemble a 
chameleon, changing its shade according to its environment. If 
they ulways had speeches like that of Mr. Thomas he would call it 
unly a very faded pink. (Laughter). But a powerful section of 
the Labour Party, which made up in vociferousness what it lacked 
in respect for the rules of the: Honse, was determined to exercise 
a powerful influence on the fortunes 'of the party. 
prominent member of this section ,had recently declar- 
ed that it would be political madness to leave the. impression that 
the Labour movement did not menace vested interests,—(Lond 
Labour cheers)—and it would bea betrayal of those who voted for 
them unless they destroyed Liberalism. .

CONQUEST OF THE AIR. 


When first men learned how to 
fly in machines that met with a 
measure of success it was termed 
the conquest of the air. Thus 
mankind, out of its conceit, 
described its partial achieve- 
ments. Yet despite greater ad- 
vances in the art of flying, the 
atmosphere remains unconquer- 
ed, and every now and again 
Nature asserts her power. The 
sea is the same. We can, in fact, 
never be sute of the elements, 
but it'is to our credit that’ we 
continue to battle against their 
adverse moods, and our successes 
exceed our failures. The isivol- 
untary cruise of the giant Ameri- 
can dirigible Shenandoah marks 
a big step forward in aerial travel 
by lightar-than-air vebicles, A 
few years ago, despite the 
achievements of Zeppelins, the 
general opinion was agains: gase 
filled airships, and the un- 
fortunate end of the French 
dirigible Dixmude, the other day, 
seemed a case in point, parti- 
cularly as the Dixmude had 
previously broken the world’s 
record for continuous flight over 
practically the same route where 
she met with mishap. The 
differance between that case 
and the feat of the Shen- 
andoah, excluding the element of 
chanee, is probably in the lifting 
agent—the American sessel hav- 
ing heliam -in its envelopes, a 
non-iaflammable gas which will, 
in time, entirely displace hydro- 
gen. The severe test which the 
Shenandoah has passed through 
might well prove the turning- 
point in’airship construction and 
travel, yore, "

In the 
last analysis, whatever we may 
think of the consequences, the 
circumstances amount to the 
existence of a strong faith in 
British security. 


“Via Siberia.” 

The publi¢ will no doubt ap- 
preciate the Tesumptior of postal 
facilities between Hongkong and 
the ‘United. Kingdom via the 
Siberian route. Apparently, a 
regular express train now leaves 
Harbin. every week, mails by 
which close in Shanghai on Mon- 
days. - The Hongkong postal 
authorities notify that those 
wishing to take advantage of this 
service, which enables lettars to 
reach London i in twenty-five days 
from Hongkong. should post not 
later than Mondays or Tuesdays, 
so .as to reach Shang- 
hai on the following Sunday. 
It is intimated that letters 
posted later would probably reach 
their destination quicker by 
the Suez route. Our Postmaster 
General is wise in allowing a 
margin of nearly a week in which 
to make the Shanghai connection. 
Even now we are beginning to 
doub: whether he has made 
allowance enough. Our own‘ ex- 
ferience is that letters between 
the two ports often take us long 
as ten days.. Why, we do not 
profess to know; but such is the 
fact. We do not know who is to 
blame. but with big boats running 
so frequently between the two 
points it ought to be possible to 
devise a scheme by which mails 
are assured more rapid trahsit.

“Tfrom time to time, ard if, in pre- 
historic days, the ancestors of 
known animals were of such huge 
size, why not the ancestors of 
man? Then again, ruins of en- 
ormous size, built with colossal 
stones ,dolmens, menhirs, crom- 
lechs, standing stones, trilithons, 
pyramida;—and many other manu- 
ments engineered and constructed 
by a seafaring race —bare more 
tangible proofs of a physically 
powerful nature in the bodies of 
those wanderful builders than all 
the fantastic and fabulous crea- 
tions of Homeric minds. : 

The known regions of the 
northern hemisphere had been 

‘semrched with zeal, but neither 
the ancient remains nor any 
Rving specimen of mena of 
gigantic stature had. been found 
however, the helief in the exis- 
tence of gisnts was not destroyed. 

Thon, towards the end of the 
16th. century a sudden change 
took place. Ali the old behefs 
were revived, fur the world had 
grown larger, und the newly dis- 
covered regions epened outa new 
field of research. Un this area 
the Australisisn regions seem te 
have been remirxably favoured: 
for as soon as the new -maps 
showed the discoveries rmade by 
Magellan and the other naviga- 
tots who rounded the ~Cape™ 
{which they named “of Good 
Hope), islands and promentories 
appeared in- various reas with 
inscriptions denoting that they 
were inhabited by “ giants.” 

The pioneers of the Southern 
Seas, the Portuguese and Spanish 
pavigateors, were the first to meet 
with giants. <A the various 
narratives. however, especially 
(the Dutch ones, are so exaggerat-
